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THE LOCAL BLISTER RUST PROBLEM. 


Nottingham appropriated in 1923, $400.00 to begin the 
fight against the White Pine Blister Rust Disease. With state 
cooperation this made $500.00 available. Beside the town 
work twelve private parties cooperated in having the currant 
and gooseberry bushes removed from their land. Where priv- 
ate individuals cooperated, town money was not spent upon 
their land. For the most part the private codperators con- 
sisted of those who held large acreage. The town money was 
used to clean up intervening areas and make a complete block 
of land completed. The southern and central portions of the 
town were chosen to start eradication work in. The Blister 
Rust Disease seemed to be the most severe in this section, and 
the pine crop of abundance.

The Blister Rust situation was found to be alarming. , On 
a one-acre plot of pine laid out in Nottingham we found 
49.4% of the pine infected. This increase of infection took 
place over a period of six years. } 

By immediate and persistent action the town will be able 
to free the pine from the dangers of the Blister Rust Disease. 
T estimate that codperation of the town for three or four years 
will complete the project. If other private parties codperate 
as last season the time stated to complete the job will be 
shorter. 

The Selectmen of the town inspected some of the areas 
worked last season and stated that they were satisfied with 
what they saw.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


T’o the School Board and Citizens of Nottingham: 


Supervisory Union No. 17 is made up of five school dis- 
tricts, namely: Nottingham, Northwood, Strafford, Farming- 
ton Town, and Farmington Special. In this Union there are 
twenty-one buildings being used for school purposes. Forty 
teachers are. employed to teach the eight hundred pupils reg- 
istered. We have reason to believe that the work being done 
in the Nottingham schools compares favorably with the work 
of the other districts, and in some respects is superior. The 
Victrolas now in use are a valuable addition to the equipment 
of the school room. ‘The hot lunches served at the schools are 
well worth the time and effort they take as the majority of 
the pupils are unable to go home at noon. The per cent of 
attendance last year, 89%, is 5% below the average for the 
previous year. This is due to the unusually severe winter 
weather and the indifference on the part of a few parents. 


The efficiency of a school system is said to be measured 
in part by the number of graduates it inspires with a desire 
to attend high school. If this is true the Nottingham schools 
will stand the test well for we have a large number attend- 
ing high school this year. 


Questions are frequently asked about the duties of the 
School Board and of the Superintendent so it may not be 
amiss to enumerate some of them. The school board elect 
and determine the salaries of the teachers, authorize all 
purchases, prepare the financial budget, make out the school 
calendar, make rules for the attendance of pupils under 
eight years of age, arrange for the transportation of pupils, 
repair buildings, and determine what holidays shall be no 
school days. 
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The superintendent prescribes the methods of teaching, 
nominates the teachers, chooses the text-books and _ sup- 
plies, arranges the order of the topics in each subject of the 
curriculum, sets standards of promotion from one grade to 
another, assisted by the advice of the teachers he promotes 
and demotes the pupils, and distributes and keeps account of 
all supphes. 

Nottingham is fortunate in having school board members 
who are all interested in the progress and welfare of the 
schools. J appreciate very highly the cordial codperation of 
the board in all matters pertaining to school activities.
